2 . The Terms of Reference of the Institutional Mechanism would be as under:

ii. To revisit the infrastructure sub-sectors outside the Master List which are presently being 
supported by any agency after an appropriate period of time. 

3. As per the decision of the CCI, the harmonised Master List of sub-sectors is meant to guide 
all the agencies responsible for supporting infrastructure in various ways. Each financing agency 
shall be free to spell out its reasons and draw its own list of sub-sectors out of the Master List, 
that it intends to support, with adequate justification for inclusion/non-inclusion of specific sub¬ 
sectors from the Master List. 

4. The Institutional Mechanism will make recommendations to the Finance Minister for 
decision.
